That faud, though progrossing wall, baanot 
yet reached thodimensions which will be necessary 
to provido o sufflciont income to carry on the.in- 
stitution, and this fite bas boon organiued to 
supploment it, whioh itwill doubtless doin a very 
handsome ‘manner, ‘Tha haspital.is now almost 
ready for use, only the finishing touche being 
require:l, It stands at. the corner where Aber- 
doen-stroet enters Hollywood-road. A visit will 
show how well the building has boen planaed for 
its purpose.
